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POTTSTOWN,  PA. 


This  Institution  is  located  on  the  Eastern  border  of  the 
Borough  of  Pottstown,  in  the  valley  of  the  Schuylkill — com- 
manding  a  beautiful  and  extended  rural  prospect.  It  is  two 
hours  ride  from  Philadelphia,  by  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Rail  Road. 

A  more  desirable  retreat  for  young  ladies,  or  one  more  con¬ 
ducive  to  the  objects  of  an  Educational  Institution  can  seldom 
be  found  ;  especially  in  view  of  the  healthfulness  of  the  location, 
the  beauty  of  the  surrounding  country,  and  the  culture  and  taste 
of  the  people. 

This  school  ranks  among  the  first,  with  respect  to  the  thor¬ 
oughness  of  the  instruction  imparted,  the  home  comforts  furnished, 
and  the  judicious  but  constant  care  exercised  over  the  morals 
and  manners  of  the  pupils. 

BriLnrxc. 

The  building  is  nearly  new,  commodious  and  spacious,  and 
suitably  furnished  for  the  comfort  of  the  pupils.  It  is  one 
hundred  and  nine  feet  long,  and  three  stories  high  above  the 
basement.  The  sleeping  rooms  are  large  and  well  ventilated, 
and  each  calculated  to  receive  two  pupils,  and  only  two. 

The  care  of  each  of  these  rooms  is  entrusted,  in  part,  to  its  own 
occupants;  and  is  expected  to  be  kept  neat,  being  subject  to  the 
daily  inspection  of  the  officers  of  the  Institution.  The  building 
is  lighted  with  gas,  from  the  same  source  that  lights  the  Borough 
of  Pottstown . 

There  is  a  verandah  on  the  rear  of  the  building,  corresponding 
to  each  story,  and  extending  the  whole  length  of  the  building, 
where  the  young  ladies  can  take  exercise  in  the  open  air,  when 
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the  inclemency  of  the  weather  deprives  them  of  their  accustomed 
daily  walk. 

PRINCIPLES'  OF  Ol'F  SCHEME  OF  MBVC&TMXW* 

The  object  to  be  attained  in  a  course  of  Education,  is  the  full 
development  of  the  Intellectual  and  Moral  powers,  so  as  to  form 
and  establish  a  symmetrical  character,  and  thus  fit  the  individual 
for  the  duties  of  this  life,  and  the  destiny  of  the  life  to  come. 
This  end  cannot  be  fully  attained,  unless  by  a  course  of  study  I 
which  is  both  extensive  and  thorough. 

According  to  this  Scheme,  the  acquisition  of  knowledge,  al¬ 
though  desirable  and  even  indispensable,  is  only  secondary  to  the 
culture  of  the  Intellectual  and  Moral  powers.  The  acquisition  of 
knowledge  is  first  in  the  order  of  nature,  but  only  second  in  im¬ 
portance. 

The  pupils  should  be  taught  that  self-dependence  and  self- 
application  are  indispensable  to  success. 

The  knowledge  imparted  should,  however,  as  far  as  possible, 
be  adapted  to  the  practical  purposes  of  life.  It  should  be  scien¬ 
tifically  arranged,  so  as  to  train  the  mind  to  habits  of  systematic 
study — -it  should  be  presented  in  its  compact  and  synthetical 
form,  that  the  memory  may  easily  grasp  and  retain  it — and  after 
it  is  thus  received  in  its  generalized  completeness,  it  should  be 
thoroughly  analyzed,  that  it  may  he  fully  understood. 

These  are  the  principles  which  this  Institution  has  adopted, 
and  endeavors  to  reduce  to  practice,  even  in  spite  of  some  of 
our  text  books,  which  present  the  truth  first  in  its  analyzed 
form. 

Go  VERJFMEJyr. 

The  government  is  parental,  and  characterized  bv  the  blending 
of  mildness  and  decision.  The  pupils  are  treated,  not  as  ma¬ 
chines  under  inexorable  physical  law,  but  as  rational,  moral  and 
accountable  beings;  hence  the  attempt  is  made  to  reach  the 
conscience  by  appealing  to  reason  and  the  sense  of  moral  ob¬ 
ligation.  The  rules  adopted  to  secure  the  best  interest  of  the 
pupils  are  neither  numerous  nor  complex ,  hence  they  will  be 
strictly  interpreted  and  rigidly  enforced. 


O.Y  &JtR.'LYGEME*yT&* 


The  relation  of  pupils  and  teachers  is  mutual  and  reciprocal. 
Whoever  assumes  the  office  of  a  teacher,  tacitly  pledges  to  the 
pupils  under  his  care,  that  he  will  impart  thorough  instruction,  j 
and  exercise  a  kind  and  assiduous  care  over  them,  so  as  to  secure 
as  far  as  possible,  their  intellectual,  social  and  moral  advance¬ 
ment.  The  Pupils  on  their  part,  by  becoming  members  of  the 
school,  pledge  themselves,  not  only  to  comply  with  all  its  pub¬ 
lished  rules,  but  also  cheerfully  to  acquiesce  in  any  unpublished 
requirements  which  may  be  made,  to  enhance  the  common  inter¬ 
ests  of  those  connected  with  the  Institution. 

If  the  teacher  is  tacitly  pledged  to  impart  thorough  instruction, 
the  pupils  are  in  like  manner  pledged  to  make  thorough  prepa¬ 
ration,  by  earnest  personal  application,  and  by  close  attention  to 
explanations  in  the  class  room.  Again,  if  the  teacher  is  pledged 
to  be  present  at  the  appointed  time  to  preside  over  the  recitation, 
the  pupils  are  pledged  to  be  present  to  recite. 

So  far  as  these  principles  are  practically  acknowledged,  com¬ 
plete  order  can  be  secured  and  thorough  scholarship  attained. 

Parents  and  Guardians ,  who  send  their  children  or  wards  to 
school,  tacitly  pledge  themselves  to  exert  their  influence  and  au¬ 
thority  to  secure  the  discharge  of  these  reciprocal  obligations  of 
teachers  and  pupils.  Neither  parents  nor  pupils  should  expect 
individual  privileges  to  be  granted,  which  are  in  the  least  incom¬ 
patible  with  the  best  interests  of  the  whole  school. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  principles,  Punctuality  in 
every  department  of  duty  is  required. 

Unless  by  special  agreement,  no  pupil  will  be  received  for  less 
than  one  year;  and  no  reduction  will  be  made  to  those  who  enter 
a  few  weeks  after  the  commencement  of  the  session,  or  who  leave 
before  its  close. 

All  directions  from  parents  to  their  daughters  in  regard  to 
studies,  recreation,  visits,  etc.,  must  be  made  through  the  Princi¬ 
pal;  otherwise  no  attention  will  be  paid  to  them. 

Pupils  are  not  allowed  to  leave  the  school  before  the  close  of 
the  session,  about  the  20th  of  June,  unless  compelled  to  do  so  by 
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personal  sickness.  From  the  holidays  to  the  close  of  session  will 
.be  about  three-fifths  of  the  academic  year. 

No  young  lady  is  allowed  to  receive  calls,  except  from  a 
friend  of  her  family,  nor  accept  an  invitation  to  ride,  walk  or 
visit,  unless  the  Principal  receives  a  written  request  from  one  of 
the  parents,  or  her  guardian. 

It  is  desirable  that  friends  who  call  on  the  pupils,  should  do  so 
during  those  portions  of  the  day  which  are  devoted  to  recreation. 

No  pupil  is  permitted  to  leave  the  Seminary  grounds,  unless  in 
the  company  of  one  of  the  teachers,  or  by  special  permission  from 
the  Principal. 

There  should  1  >e  funds  given  to  the  pupils,  or  deposited  with 
the  Principal,  sufficient  to  pay  for  books,  stationery,  &c.,  when 
received. 

Pupils  may  on  Sunday  morning  attend  any  church  the  parents 
may  designate  by  writing  to  the  Principal. 

When  no  special  request  has  been  made  to  the  contrary,  the 
pupils  will  attend  the  Presbyterian  church  with  the  Principal  and 
Family. 

A  portion  of  Sabbath  afternoon  is  occupied  in  studying  the 
Bible,  under  the  direction  of  the  Principal,  or  some  person  whom 
he  may  deem  competent.

to  all  the  legitimate  desires  and  aspirations  of  the  tender  mind 
and  heart  given  them  to  train.  Few  find  a  stranger’s  house  so 
like  home  as  this  domestic  retreat. 

What  parents  want  in  sending  their  daughters  away  to  school, 
is  to  have  them  returned  to  them  better  than  when  they  entered ; 
with  a  mind  and  heart  cultivated  and  trained  and  moulded  to  a 
higher  view  of  life,  and  a  juster  appreciation  of  its  solemn  re¬ 
sponsibilities.  To  such  a  good  end  we  aim  in  this  Institution. 

To  complete  success  in  this,  parents  can  contribute  very  much, 
and  when  failures  occur,  they  are  not  unfrequently,  though  unin¬ 
tentionally,  the  procuring  cause.  If  parents  have  confidence 
enough  in  us  to  commit  their  daughters  to  our  care,  wTe  can  ask 
no  less  than  their  confidence  also  in  our  discipline  and  regulations. 
No  institute  can  be  successfully  directed  under  conflicting  au¬ 
thority. 

In  the  education  of  the  young,  much  is  due  to  the  surround¬ 
ings,  to  inspire  cheerfulness  and  contentment.  In  this  respect. 
Cottage  Seminary  is  unsurpassed.  Surrounded  by  well  culti¬ 
vated  grounds,  shady  retreats,  and  in  the  midst  of  scenery  unu¬ 
sually  attractive,  few  places  offer  a  more  desirable  or  delightful 
home. 

Pottstown  is  a  place  of  7000  inhabitants,  and  is  one  of  our 
most  beautiful  and  prosperous  of  Pennsylvania  towns.  Elegant 
residences,  intelligent  society,  Christian  churches,  all  combine  to 
make  it  attractive  as  a  centre  of  education  and  refinement. 

Ten  daily  passenger  trains  lead  to  Philadelphia,  forty  miles 
distant.  Also  to  Reading,  Pottsville,  Harrisburg,  Allentown, 
Wilkesbarre,  &c. 

We  invite  the  attention  of  all  who  have  daughters  to  send 
away,  to  the  Terms  of  Tuition  and  Boarding ,  which  put  these 
facilities  within  the  reach  of  even  those  of  moderate  means. 
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GENERAL  RULES. 

1.  All  the  pupils  are  required  to  be  prompt  in  responding  to  the  call  of 
the  bell,  for  rising,  family  worship,  meals,  opening  of  school,  out-door  exer¬ 
cise,  study  hours  and  retiring. 

2.  Each  pupil  is  expected  to  observe  proper  decorum,  and  treat  all  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Institution  with  that  deference,  respect,  and  kindness,  that 
are  due  their  respective  positions. 

3.  Loud  talking  and  noise  after  the  lights  are  extinguished,  are  prohibited. 

I.  No  correspondence  with  gentlemen  is  allowed,  unless  by  the  special 

sanction  of  Parents  or  Guardians,  made  known  to  the  Principal.  While  or¬ 
dinarily  there  is  no  desire  to  ascertain  the  character  of  the  communications 
passing  between  Parents  and  Pupils,  every  letter  suspected  as  being  prohib¬ 
ited  by  the  first  clause  of  this  fourth  rule,  will  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  Principal  in  the  presence  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  addressed.  All 
letters  or  packages  conveyed  to  or  from  the  hoarding  pupils  by  the  day  pupils 
or  others,  are  to  pass  through  the  hands  of  the.  Principal. 

5.  Neatness  in  personal  appearance,  in  bed  room,  school  room,  &c.,  will 
be  expected  from  each  pupil. 

6.  Defacing  or  destroying  the  pupil’s  own  property  will  he  severely  re¬ 
proved;  and  each  one  will  be  held  responsible  for  all  damages  done  by  her 
to  the  building,  or  other  property  belonging  to  the  Institution,  or  to  those 
connected  with  it,  and  for  articles  committed  to  her  care.  And  furniture 
broken  or  injured  through  carelessness  or  design,  and  the  author  not  be¬ 
ing  reported,  will  be  charged  proportionally  to  all  the  pupils. 

7.  Other  rules  which  may  be  thought  necessary  to  secure  the  best  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  Institution  will  be  adopted,  and  must  be  obeyed. 

REGULATIONS. 

Bills  are  payable  strictly,  half  yearly  in  advance,  and  all  other  items  of  ex¬ 
pense  incurred  during  each  half  year  are  payable  at  its  close. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  lost  time,  except  in  case  of  protracted  sick¬ 
ness,  and  then  the  Principal  will  bear  half  the  loss. 

Pupils  will  he  received  at  any  time  during  the  session,  but  will  be  expected 
to  remain  at.  least  to  the  close  of  the  year,  unless  by  special  arrangement  to 
the  contrary  on  entering  the  school. 

Pupils  are  required  to  furnish  their  own  towels  and  table  napkins,  one 
pair  of  pillow  slips,  one  pair  of  sheets  for  double  bed,  and  one  blanket;  and 
it  is  desirable  that  each  one  furnish  a  silver  fork  and  napkin  ring.  Also,  one 
pair  of  shoes,  without  heels. 

Every  article  of  clothing  should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner’s 
name,  otherwise  the  laundress  will  not  be  responsible. 

No  pupil  from  a  distance  will  be  allowed  to  board  out  of  the  Institution, 
and  he  received  as  a  Day  Pupil,  unless  by  special  agreement,  and  in  cases 
where  the  Principal  is  well  assured  that  the  studies  will  not  be  neglected. 
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COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


The  range  of  studies  embraces  all  the  principal  branches  of  a  finished  Fe¬ 
male  Education ;  instruction  in  all  of  which  is  designed  to  be  accurate  and 
thorough.  The  course  includes  two  Departments — Preparatory  and  Col¬ 
legiate. 

Young  ladies  not  intending  to  graduate,  may  pursue  an  Eclectic  course  of 
study,  at  the  option  of  their  parents  or  Guardians. 

The  Academic  Year  commences  the  second  Thursday  in  September,  and 
continues  ten  months,  (40  weeks,)  iucluding  the  one  week  recreation  at  the 
holidays,  and  the  one  week  in  April. 


V.'ir.'iTio.w 

There  is  a  vacation  from  the  close  of  the  Academic  Year,  in  June,  until 
the  second  Thursday  in  September. 

The  pupils  will  have  a  respite  from  study  one  week  at  the  Christmas  holi¬ 
days  and  one  week  in  April;  but  those  from  a  distance  will  not  be  expected 
to  go  home. 

Before  entering  any  class  in  the  Collegiate  Course,  the  pupils  must  sustain 
an  examination  on  the  studies  belonging  to  a  lower  place  in  the  course. 

COI'FSE  OF 

The  Course  of  Study  includes  a  Primary  and  Collegiate  Department,  but 
Pupils  not  desiring  to  take  the  whole  course,  can  pursue  such  studies  as  they 
wish,  without  being  regularly  connected  with  any  of  the  classes.
